you. Whenthe 1ſrac:ites were full, they forgot that 
God chat made them, When Bel/bazey was ouer- 
charged with Wine, his Kingdome might have run 


with delicates, Zazarus was forgotten; moſt true 
therefore is this ſaying, That the body being over- 
| charged, is not fit for any imploymense: for the crea- 
tures of God being receiued immoderatly, ſo ftupi-

Hath he giuen the riches and wealth, fo that thou 
in meanes doft farre exceed thy neighbours ? Then |

Hath hee given thee 
ſtrength and courage exceeding many that Ywel] 
neere thee? then thou muſt bee more forward to 
ſtand for the Goſpell, and to defend thy King and 
Countrey thenthe weaker.
